A petition was presented at the pub- 
lic hearing last Friday night on the 
revised Narberth Zoning Ordinance 
requesting the inclusion of Windsor 
Avenue from Narberth to Essex and 
the sections of Essex, Forest and 
Narberth Avenues now in a residential 
zone, in a business district. 

Signatures representing the great 
majority of the properties in the 
affected section were attached to the 
petition. It was signed by the follow- 
ing: Dr. and Mrs. E. C. Town, Nar- 
berth and Windsor; Flora I. Mueller, 
117 Forest Avenue; Mr. and Mrs. C. 
W. Munroe, 114 Forest Avenue; Dr. 
and Mrs. Romaine C. Hoffman, 201 
Forest Avenue; Mr. and Mrs. John 
B. Brooks, 134 North Narberth Ave- 
nue, and Mrs. Ida Merkle, 119 Essex 
Av.e.uue, and 144 North Narberth Ave- 
nue. 

If this petition is considered favor- 
ably by Council it will mean the ex- 
tension of the central business district 
to and across Windsor Avenue and 
ISO to 200 feet across Essex and Nar- 
berth Avenues. 

The question of property values 
seems to be the motivating force in the 
new petition, one of the signers point- :

Do We Need a Thirty-Foot Road? 

Residents of the Main Line are still in the dark concerning the fate 
of Gulph Road. The original plans of the Lower Merion highway de- 
partment called for a 30-foot road, straight as an arrow, between Morris 
Avenue and Roberts Road. Hundreds of residents are opposed to the 
sacrifice of rustic beauty for a type of efficiency which does not seem 
warranted. 

The work lias not been started, and no final decision has been ren- 
dered either way. The Township still sticks to the 30-foot idea, but is 
willing to change the route slightly to save a few trees; the protesting 
residents still are of the belief that a 24-foot highway will serve the needs 
for many years to come. 

Despite the sincere and capable opinion of the highway department 
that efficiency demands a wide road, the matter is open to serious ques- 
tion. Gulph Road is a wooded, attractive route much used as a relief 
road for Montgomery Avenue. It leaves Montgomery Avenue at Haver- 
ford and joins it again at Gulph Mills. It should be well-paved and 
properly graded. But must it be a speedway? 

The stretch in question lies back of Bryn Mawr College. On the 
other side is the wooded Vaux property and the Lower Merion Baptist 
Church. The creation of a wide road, no matter how it may be dodged 
around, means the destruction of some old trees, and the substitution of 
raw clay shoulders for the present attractive and naturally-landscaped 
sides. 

Present traffic does not seem to show any need for an exceptionally 
wide toad. There is no parking problem and no need for great speed, 
for Montgomery Avenue is a wide, through highway, and may be further ~ ns " '"«' a sood hot «P on a story 



The advocacy by certain residents 
of Wynnewood of a new name for 
Wynnewood Avenue from the Penn- 
sylvania railroad tunnel to Montgom- 
ery Avenue, has brought to light some 
historical information relative to the 
original names of roads in that vicin- 
ity. 

A road was laid out by the early set- 
tlers from Merion Meeting to Haver- 
ford Meeting. This followed roughly 
the line of the present Haverford Ave- 
nue in Narberth, ran along the edge 
of Miss Mary Gibson's estate in 
Wynnewood, and emerged at about 
the Wynnewood station to coincide 
with the present Wynnewood Road 
which continues on the other side of 
Lancaster Pike after a bit of a break. 

Wynnewood Avenue, so the legend 
runs, was an entirely distinct road, laid 
out from Montgomery Pike (the old 
Lancaster Road) to City Line, con- 
necting with roads to the city. This 
was named after Thomas Wynne, one 
of the early settlers in Wynnewood, 
whose house still stands on Montgom- 
ery Avenue. 

Thus it would seem that if any road 
name is to be changed it should be 
the extension of Wynnewood Road, 
from the railroad tunnel to Lancaster 
Pike, and not the section from the tun- 
nel to Montgomery which was the 
original Wynnewood Road. This, of 
course, would necessitate the applica- 
tion of the new name or another one 
to the remainder of Wynnewood Road 
on the south side of Lancaster Pike. 
Wc do not favor, however, the name 
of Gypsy Lane for that part of 
Wynnewood Avenue from the tunnel 
to Montgomery. It is far too nice 
a street to bear such a "arty" name. 

This is the ■ true and unvarnished 
account of the shooting of the eagle 
near Eagle Road and the old Eagle 
(now Manoa) Inn in the section once 
known as Eagle and now called 
Manoa.

with the spirit of the Main Line to have this road slightly less efficient 
and slightly more attractive ? 

This problem must be met and solved, for other roads are involved 
beside the one in question. The Main Line communities have a duty to 
through traffic in providing a certain number of high-speed trunk high- 
ways, if these are not already taken care of by State and highway. Why 
not keep our secondary roads attractive? There is nothing to prevent 
a widening in the future if the need arises ; in the meantime, the trees and 
shrubs can beautify the landscape. 

Hundreds of petitioners -have expressed themselves on the subject. 
Many of these are from Haverford and Radnor Townships, and the 
Lower Merion authorities feel' that they should have no voice in the 
matter.' But a road is used by all, and the suburban character of the 
Main Line is not subject to political divisions. 

Motorists, save in intercity travel, do not object to curves and grades, 
trees and shrubs. If efficiency and speed are the only factors to be con- 
sidered, let us suggest to Philadelphia that the winding roads of Fair- 
mount Park be made into graded concrete ribbons, so as to save the 
business man a half-minute of travel. 

This is a case where haste should be made slowly. Once the damage 
is done, it is done. Let us consider all sides of the question. 



The Police Pension Fund 

The annual appeal has again been sent out to residents of Lower 
Merion and Narberth for support of the Police Pension Fund. 

Formed in May, 1925, by a small group of public spirited citizens 
who believed "that their faithful policemen should be afforded protection 
against old age and the risk of disability in such a hazardous occupation," 
this association has come to number fifteen hundred residents. 

The income producing principal of this fund on December 31, 1930, 
amounted to $110,982.94. Two widows of policemen and one retired 
officer are now receiving support from the organization, according to 
Evan L. James, secretary-treasurer. 

Due to the ever-increasing police force and the fact that many years 
are required to create a fund sufficient to care for all who will be eligible, 
continued public support is essential.

An unusual spring season. First 
two weeks of premature dry warmth 
to start trees and shrubs into leaf 
and then two weeks of cool days and 
cold \ nights to hold ' them in check. 
A long spring but perhaps better than 
a sudden jump from winter to summer. 
There is a deficiency in rainfall of three 
inches since January first to May sec- 
ond. I This with a shortage of six 
inches last summer means that we will 
haveio watch* our trees closely as they 
are feeper rooting than our garden 
flow^ls. 

In;|; charming old garden with great 
old Wees, huge boxwoods and fine 
clumps of old lilacs we found large 
patchfes of diminutive yellow tulips 
which- had seeded and naturalized 
themselves in several places. They 
were identified as tulip sylvestris, the 
wild tulip of England, and were the 
perfect companions for nearby patches 
of common blue violets. Mrs. Wildcr's 
description of this tulip would almost 
tempt.' us to pawn the radio — "or 
sumpthin." 

Another intriguing subject from old 
gardens is the "Johnnie Jump Up, 
that little viola that seeds itself all 
over l)ut is always welcome. Watch 
for an opportunity to acquire "John- 
nies" it the plant sales as few plants- 
men offer them. 

While most shrubs are best pruned 
directly after flowering they should 
really ■ be shaped and dead wood re- 
moved^ The forsythia is one that will 
stand cutting of entire stems, but be 
careful of lilacs. Lilacs flower on two- 
year-old wood and only the very long 
stems should be cut to keep the flow- 
ers from getting out of reach, leaving 
the greater part of the lower branches 
to develop buds for two years hence.

Considering insect sprays it "is neces- 
sary to know the habits of the insect 
in question. Is it a sucking insect or 
a leafreating, or reviewing,' insect? For 
suckintf insects such as aphids or 
hatched- scale insects we may use a 
contact spray which kills by con- 
tact. For chewing insects -a stomach 
poison ; is the only effective control. 
They tkt the poisoned leaf and are no 
more, t 

If the life of the insect is compara- 
tively short, or at least its season of 
destructive work is .short, it may be 
controlled by a single application of 
spray; the Elm Leaf Beetle is typical 
of such control. 

The .Japanese beetle is a real pest. 
The adults feed on foliage and flowers 
over a season of almost three months. 
While the beetle can be fought with 
contact' insecticides it would be neces- 
sary to touch each beetle with the 
spray and that would mean to spray 
every day. It is true that the beetle 
will not-, eat a white-coated leaf. Ap- 
plication' of flour or lime will be 
washed off by rains so that this means 
rcspray;.after every shower. While this 
may .protect the foliage it will not kill 
beetles^. 

The -U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has made exhaustive tests and 
recommends that foliage of trees and 
shrubs be sprayed with coated arsenate 
of lead, in late June, at the time the 
adult beetles start to fly. A second 
spray . may be necessary about two 
weeks later, but the coated lead will 
adhere to the foliage for the entire 
season . under ordinary conditions. 
This is a stomach poison to the insect 



and many hundreds of thousands ^pf 
gallons have been used to protect 
foliage and kill beetles with little, if 
any, danger to birds, dogs or pet ani- 
mals. Birds do not eat foliage, dogs 
db not eat foliage. Dogs sometimes 
eat grass, but if grass should be 
sprayed under trees or shrubs it should 
be mowed promptly or wet down with 
a hose so that the spray cannot do any 
possible harm. 



Rock Garden Planting

An attractively arranged rock gar- 
den is an asset to any garden and will 
probably arouse more admiring com- 
ment than any other feature. Unfor- 
tunately, not everyone takes the care 
and patience that is really necessary 
to produce the desired artistic' effect. 

To make the rock garden some- 
thing more than merely a "rock pile," 
a regular layout should be followed in 
the planting. The plants make the gar- 
den, not the rocks, and the plants 
should cover the rocks. 

;Now is the ideal time to plant. Be 
sure that the crevices between the 
rocks are of sufficient width to permit 
plenty of root growth for the plants. 
At the time of planting, humus and 
peat moss should be incorporated in 
the soil so the plants will have plenty 
of moisture and become thoroughly 
established. A sunny position for the 
rock garden is by far the best. 

The final appearance of the garden 
will, of course, depend upon the selec- 
tion of the plants. In the perennials 
there are aquilegia, arabis, alyssum, 
armeria, dwarf hardy asters, carnations, 
dianthus (or hardy pinks), cerastium, 
fever few, dwarf gypsophila, iberis, 
phlox, Canadian phlox, phlox subulata, 
heuchera, "dwarf iris, sedum, myosotis 
(or forget-me-not), evening primrose, 
Iceland poppies and ranumculus. 

While perennials can be used, to in- 
sure bloom throughout the season 
various kinds of dwarf annuals should 
be : sown, including candytuft, dwarf 
marigolds, petunia's, nasturtium, dwarf 
zinnias and other dwarf-growing 
plants: 



Grass Roots Need 

Humus for Growth 



Before considering, the proper cul- 
ture of a plant,' it is logical to consider 
its gro\vth habits. If you were to take 
up ;a Small bit of turf and. shave off 
a bit of the bottom, you would sec how 
many of the roots are to be found — or, 
rather, NOT to be found — in the lower 
inch. Grass roots are not found in 
abundance below about three inches 
of the surface of. the. soil. The greater 
mass of them is found to occupy the 
top .two inches. Below four inches the 
roots are few — if any. If you were to 
pare down this piece of turf you would

find how thickly the grass roots are 
crowded together in the top two inches 
— and you would also find that the 
roots usually grow in a . lateral man- 
ner, rather than extending downward. 
A marked liking for any small particles 
of humus or decayed vegetable matter 
within reach will also be noticeable. 
We gather from this, therefore, that 



the lawn grass plants are surface feed- 
ers, both when they start, and through- 
out their existence. Bear this strongly 
in mind when starting your lawn, and 
keep it in mind throughout. While re- 
membering this, don't forget how nec- 
essary it is to supply the grass roots • 
with humus, for which they possess an 
unusual affinity.

Scouting, as a part of Boy Week, 
was the subject of the meeting Mon-j 
day night of the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club.

latter were presented to the Lord 
Mayor and Lady Mayoress — who, by 
the way, may also be known as Alder- 
man and Mrs. Edwin Thompson — in 
the Governor's room of the City Hall. 
Then there was a big reception where 
speeches were broadcast over WEAF, 
flashlights taken. The Lord Mayor on 
this occasion wore his robes of office 
— black velvet gown, much trimmed 
with gold embroidery, peruke and 
three-cornered black hat. The gold 
chain of office is also worn at such 
times and the Lady Mayoress wears 
one, too. Photographers crowded on 
the tops of two big vans to get pic- 
tures of the guests when they stepped 
outside the building. The click-click 
for a few moments was incessant — 
almost every New York newspaper, 
agency and movie firm had a rep- 
resentative there. 

This is the first trip which Mrs. 
Thompson has made to the United 
States, though her brother has lived 
here about 30 years — the last 13 of 
them in Narberth. She has been ex- 
tremely interested in the American 
hospitals from all she has heard about 
them and wants, before sailing for 
home next Wednesday, to go through 
all that she has time for. The work 
for crippled children has been her 
especial hobby as is "the tired 
mother's" scheme — which means that 
in Liverpool when the mother of the 
family is worn out, she is sent away 
for a rest and the children are cared 
for adequately until she returns. In- 
cidentally Mrs. Thompson has six chil- 
dren of her own. 

In England the wife of the Lord 
Mayor has a great many duties of a 
social nature to perform; she opens 
hospitals, bazaars, entertains at im- 
mense functions in the City Halls and 
has to make speeches on divers oc- 
casions. The office of Lord Mayor 
itself is appointive and is a coveted 
honor. Only those who have served as 
Aldermen for some time would be con- 
sidered for the appointment. 

The trip to the top of the Empire 
State Building with Alfred E. Smith 
as their guide, was an outstanding 
event. And one thing which impressed 
Mrs. Thompson very much was that, 
when the wife of a prominent official 
was leaving at the end of a call, re- 
marked that she would like to send 
Mrs. Thompson flowers to wear to an 
important dinner and asked what was 
the color of the dress she was going 
to wear, for she wanted the flowers to 
suit. This struck Mrs. Thompson as 
being most thoughtful. 

On Tuesday night, Mr. Decker will 
attend the dinner which will be given 
on the R. M. S. Berengaria in honor 
of the Lord Mayor and Lady May- 
oress, the final festivity given before 
they sail for home. 

During their stay in New York they 
have been at the Weylin. This hotel 
was chosen because Ramsay Mac- 
Donald made that his headquarters 
during his stay in this country. 

Mr. Decker, who is well-known in 
Narberth for his work as co-operative 
weather observer, will sail for England 
about the first of June to be gone for 
several months.

that the care of the child should begin 
nine months before birth. Miss Mar- 
tin then quoted from the Children's 
Charter, as recognized by President 
Hoover's White House conference, 
which reads: "For every child full 
preparation for his birth, his mother 
receiving prenatal, natal and postnatal 
care; the establishment of such active 
measures as will make child bearing 
safer. 

"For every child health protection 
from birth through adolescence, includ- 
ing periodical health examinations, and 
where needed, care of specialists and 
hospital treatment; regular dental ex- 
amination and care of the teeth, pro- 
tective and preventive measures against 
communicable diseases; the insuring of 
pure food, pure milk and pure water. 

"For every child from birth through 
adolescence, promotion of health, in- 
cluding health instruction and health 
program, wholesome physical and 
mental recreation, with teachers and 
leaders adequately trained." 

Narberth's Center opened in Janu- 
ary, 1930, and is supported by the 
Narberth Board of Health, the Wom- 
an's Club, the Main Line Branch of 
the Red Cross. Many of the members 
of the Woman's Club have acted as 
volunteer workers and have devoted 
much time and energy to the project. 
Their service has proved to be very 
valuable.

versity of Pennsylvania Hospital, gave 
a practical talk on the care and the 
feeding of the preschool child, or as he 
stated, "the child from 2 to 7 years 
old." Special care should be taken of 
the child at this age in regard to the 
standpoint of his general health, as the 
child of this age is rapidly growing and 
his immunity to infection is very low. 
One of the most important factors in 
keeping the child well is his diet. Milk 
is, of course, very good for the very 
young baby, but as he grows older, 
he requires a diet in which there are 
proteins, carbohydrates and mineral 
salts. It is not only a question of giv- 
ing a child enough to eat, but to sec 
that he gets a well-balanced diet. Reg- 
ularity of meals is also an important 
factor. Rest is another and the young 
child needs a regular routine. If we 
break this regular routine we are put- 
ting a strain upon him which we as 
adults do not feel. 

Dr. Mitchell also spoke of vaccina- 
tion as a prevention of smallpox, which 
is practically wiped out at this time, 
due to the use of vaccine; the use of 
antitoxin in diphtheria and also about 
common colds to which young chil- 
dren arc very susceptible. One point 
that Dr. Mitchell stressed that a fresh 
cold, say in the first day was much 
more virulent than one three or four 
days old. Care should be taken in the 
beginning of a cold that the child is 
not exposed to the germs.

environment of our churches (St. Mar- 
garet's and the Presbyterian Church) 
disturbed by the encroachment of busi- 
ness." 

The Rev. John Van Ness, of Gray- 
ling Avenue, pastor of the Presby- 
terian Church, when asked his opinion 
on the matter, stated that he, had not 
heard about it but that the idea did not 
appeal to him. The prospect of busi- 
ness in the immediate vicinity of the 
Presbyterian Church did not meet with 
his favor. "There would seem to be 
enough stores in the Borough now," 
he said. 

The prospect of business coming up 
Narberth Avenue was termed "very 
disagreeable" by the Rev. Robert F. 
Hayes, of 208. North Narberth Ave- 
nue, rector of St. Margaret's Church, 
when questioned on the matter. Father 
Hayes expressed the opinion that it 
would be detrimental to the interests 
of the church to have business extend 
at all beyond Narberth and Windsor 
From a practical standpoint it would 
be bad if stores should come there 
since plenty of parking space was 
needed in the vicinity of the church 
during the week as well as Sundays. 

About thirty residents attended the 
hearing on the revised Zoning Ordi- 
nance, which establishes a new busi- 
ness district on Montgomery Avenue 
from Narberth to Haverford Avenues. 

Most of the discussion centered 
around the depth of setbacks from the 
present curb to allow for parking and 
sidewalk. The present plans allow for 
a setback of twenty-five feet from the 
present curb.
